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YWhat May be Expected from Grant's Ad-
ministration,

Ope of the nufortunate but inevitable ao-

companiments of & oanvass, or in fact of all
government by popular agitation, is that a
measure cannot be oarried withont excitin
extravagant expectations as to its result. Ii
ia impossible, for jostance, in the present or
any probable condition of the human faonltiss,
to eleot & FPresident by a party vote withouat
leadiog the majority to look for a much greater
Improvement in the condition of the country
&8 the reward of their exertions than is in the
nature of things possible, Consequently, fow
Prosidents ever pass through one term with-
out greatly disappointing thelr sapporters.
Of course thers would be some disappoint-
ment, even {{ an archavgel were puat in the
chalr, for it would not be in the power of an
archengel to reward everybody who took an
aotive part in the canvass, according to the
applicant's own estimate of his deserts. Bat
there is aleo sure to be a good des of disap-
pointment for which the hack politician is not
respongible. No man oan have ten or fifiesn
eulogistioc “lives'’ written of him, or have
several hundred orators and newspapers de-
vote themselves for hall a year to extolling
Lim, and making light of his defects, withont
puflering from the cold oriticiems of later and
oalmer days. Moreover, thers is no man ont
of office, and who has never Leld offive, who
can ever have his fitpess for office weighed
accuratlely, even by the acntest observer. The
pumber of those in every State of whom ft
may be said, with slight modifioation, what
Tacitus sald of Galba, that they enjoy & repu-
tation for statesmanship the continuance of
whioch depends on their never being oalled en
to govern, is mecessarily very great. More-
over, we have had a good many Presidents
whose elevation was not even due to an un-
tested reputation for administrative capacity,
but simply to accident or intrigne.

The very best and ablest man must, there-
fTore, owing to canses which have their root in
human natore itself, expect to see the lustre
of his name considerably dimmed by the time
his first term of office has closed. We have
little doubt his will prove true of Grant as of
others, thongh none of hig predscessors since
Washington hus gone through, under the eyes
of the nation, before assuming oflice, such a
gevera trial of 2l his qualities, mental as well
moral, as he has, His enemies have tried in
vain to represent him as 2 mere soldier, and
to warn people against him, for reasons that
would apply to Bt. Arnaud or Pelissier and
Windischgratz; and the reason they have
fuiled is, that the man who sncceeds at the
bead of an American volunteer army can
mever be a 1ere sollier, A ere
goldier could not and canmot oom-
mand such an organization, because it
is mot and ocopnot be mads the
perfeot military machine which is all set in
motion by touching a single spring, as the
Austrian or I'rench army is, IEven when in
its best state for military purposes, it retains
very largely its civil character, and has to be
managed and mavwcavred with a very large
amount of that civil prudence, that power of

reuasion, respect for prejudices and pecu-

iarities, and skill in judging of individaal
character, which go to make a staltesman’s
sucoess. An American general who maintaing
good relations with the Federal Government,
ood relations with the Governors of the
tates, retains the confilence and respect of
the troops and the good opinion of the publio
during ardaous and difficult campaigus, such
as Graot’s have been, has passed through an
ordeal such as no foreign general is ever called
upon to encounter, aud wust possess many of
the highest gualities of a eivil ralsr.

Within a few days Girant will, we bslieve,
be elected. [He lLus been, siunce the Nation
man wrote this.—Ep. Lve. Ten] Whils,
therefore, perfectly aware that the trinmph of
the Republican party and the installation of
Grant in the White Honsze will not bring or
even materinlly hasten the millenniawm, we
believe there are certain things of the highest
valnes which a man who is neither sangnins nor

Thoogh last, not least, Grant's elestion
will afford the best ohanos that has ever bsen
offered of a reform in the oivil pervios, It is
only lately that the necessity of this has
become fully apparent to the publio. While
population was small, society simple, and the
work of governinsnt comparatively light, the
evila of the existing system were not very
striking. 8ince the war they have assamed
proportions which it is no exsggeration to eall
awful, for they positively threaten the sxiat.
ence of the Government. From FPresidents
taken from the ranks of the reguiar politi-
cians, bred undar the fpflaeuce of party
usages and traditfons, it was nseleas to expaot
ADy aseiatance in the work of
reform. Even to Mr. Lincoln, honeat
and well-mesning as he. was, the present
plan of appointing public servants wore thw
appearance of a portion of the natural ofler of
the nniverse, and there was something pa-
thetic a8 well as painful in watching him
devoting the first three precions mounths of his
firet term of office—when the enemy was lite-
rally at the gates, and the Government apps-
rently in the throes o! disgolation—to she dis.
tribution of “'the #poils’' in snch manoer as to
“aatiely the olaims of looalities” and reward
the varions hack politiclans of all degrees who
had taken part in the canvass.

Now, Grant i not a regular politiclan. Ie
will be the firslt President the couniry has
had for many a long day on whom old party
dootrines, as to ‘‘spoils’’ apd “‘claims,’’ wiil
have po inflaence. He has been bred ina
very different and a very moch better schonl
—a& gchool in which honor and merit are still
words that mean something, and that stand
for forces in human affaira. He has shown,
too, in his administration of the army, that he
knows & good man when he sees him, and

that as soon as he gees him he olasps him to
him with hooks of steel. Ha (s by edaoation
and temperament the foe of jobbars, intri-
guers, and blatterers, and will uandoubtedly
apply to the civil service, in so far as he can,'
the rules of selection and promotion by aid
of which he has given such splendid illus-
tration to American military annals. Wa
may therefore look for, at kiz haods, in the
first place—if he gets a fair amount of support
from the Senate—ihe formation of a vabinet in
which knowledge and ability will couut for a
great deal, and the “‘claims of localities’ and
g:rt.y usages for very little. We should not

surpriged, for instance, aud should be very
much pleassd—though we know nothing
whatever about the probabilitias—to see him
put Mr. Fomuper in the State Department and
Mr. Wells in the Treasury. In the next
place, the attempts to reform the whole civil

The Loglish Parliament will be dissolvad in
& few days, and the elections will immediately
take place. The result is looked forward to
with great interest, on account of the probable
inflnence of the new Refoim bill upon the
election of members. It is estimated that a
willion new voters will be enfranchised nnder
the new act. This amonnts to very nearly
ove-hall the present electoral vots in Englaud,
and g0 large an addition might natnrally ba
expected to result in & much more liveral and
demecratic House of Commons than has been
krown singce the time of Cromwell.

But the Tory fears upon this snhject are not
likely to be reslized. Beveral years must
elapse before the Eoglish people can realizs
the full benefits of the extension of the fran-
ohise, The influence of the aristooratic and
wealthy claeses is g0 great that the complex-
ion of the new House of Commons will scarcely
underge any chapge, Thers may ba a few
legs Tories and a few more liberals, buat the
democratic popular element will soarcely be
represented at all, Osme reason for thia arises
from the fact that the House of Commons is

In the next plass, slthough we do not flatter

it will give all ths weight avd influence of the
Goverument, aud of & formal expression of

ublio opinion, to that portion of the Repub-
Eusn party which advaoates the honest pay-
ment of the public debt. It will not ailence
the Dutlerites; it may not prevent a split of
the Repubiican party on this very question,
and the return of its chief knaves and a large
body of ita mora racent recruits to their old

places in the Demooratic ranks. Bat it will
certainly ocow, &aud may silence, the
zepudiators until the  finanves  have

been reduced to order, and something like &
gettled polivy adopted with regard to revenns
and taxation. That this is the general ex-

tation both at home and abroad is shown
E“ the rise in the value of greenbacks snd

Government bonds since the reesnt Blate
election#. That is to say, the merest pro;roo;
of Grant's trinmph has carried ue nearly a
fifth of the way towards specie payments with-
out apy ocost to the conntry. His elaotion
will carry us still further, and then an econo-
micsl mansgement of the Treasury, and the
suppression of war-horses in the Honse and

cin be excited in England npon any question
involving davger to the Eitablished Church.
Ha takes the gronnd that the disestablishmesnt
of the Irish Episcopal Church, with its enor-
mous revenuss and privileges, will ba fol.
lowed by a orunsade against the Hatablished
Chuich in England. He iz probably correot in
this, as it is sosrcely in the naturs of thiogs
that the progressive Euglish people can long
coptinne to tolerate Lhe absurdivy of a State
religion of any kind.

But there arein England alone abont twenty
thousand Episcopal clergymen, and of thess
nineteen-twentieths will be Mr. Disraeli's
most active supporters, They are sll men of
education; mauny of them possess wealth and
high social distinotion, and ecan jvfluence
many persons; and they constitute an immenss
recruiting body for the clever Prime Minister.
They will ponnd the “drum eoclesiastic"
apainst Gladstons and Irish Chureh Raform st
a farious rate, and will be certain to exsreise
no unimportant ipfluence upon the issus of
the elsction.

That Mr. Disraeli will gucoeed in gathering
a majority in the new IHouse of Commons is
possible rather than probable, Iiis no more
probable that the English peopls conld vo's to
perpetuate the abuses of the lLrish Church
gystem than that the Northern people conld
vole 1o restore slavery in the South. But pre-
judice and sectarian bitterness go a long way
in many countries besides our owun, and the
Prime Minister may succeed in proocuring a
kind of half-aud-half Reform Parliament, that
will nentralize any real veform, and only con-
gent at last Lo conoede just euough of justice
to break the force of the charges of Messra.
Gladstone and Bright, and thus keep himssll
and his friends in power a few years longer,

Two hundred thonsapd disfranchizad in
Virginia?  General Schofleld’s report, dated
December 13, 1807, showa that in the entire
Btate only 16,343 1ailed to regiater from any
cause, and of theas nol more than 12 000 ars
actoally disfrauchised under the Reoonstruo-
tion acta,

Heventy thousaud disfranchised in Texas?
That is the Demooratio fistion. The simple
tronth being that o the whole State less thao
4000 are dislravchised. Compstent authori-
ties fix the nnmber at 3000, basiog their esti-
mate on & comparison of the pumber regis-
tered now with the number of votars in 1860
We allow a wider margio and oall it 4000.

Nivety thonsavd disfravobised in Misais-
gippi? Bo the Lrpress snys. The total nam-
ber registered there is 139,600, of whom about
60,000 are whites. Ia 1500 the total nnmbar
of voters was (9000, It is sate to assnme
that the new white votera fall short of the
volers killed during the war, and in that
case the aggregate disfranchised cannot ex-
ceed D000,

Agalp, 0000 in Missouri! Moere guness-
work, evidently. The Si Louls Lemoerat, in
the fulness of local koowledga, states the
number at between 20,000 and 25,000,

“‘More than half & million whites deniad the
right to vote,”’ exclaims our Democratic fo-
structor, referring to the aggregate resull in
all the Sonthern States, A carafol examina-
tion of the registration returns in the ten
States to which the Reconstruoction acts apply,

‘and a comparison of these returns with the

number of white voters in 1500, brings us to
the conolusion that at no time did the disfran-
chisement enacted by Congress aff«ct more
than 70,000 men, of whom probably 25,000
are to be found in the three Siates not yet re-
stored to the Union. A total of 70,000, dis-
tributed over ten States, does not tally with
the sweeping allegations invented by the De-
mocrats for partisan purposes,

Moreover, the Reconstruction acts entail no
permanent disfranchisement. Not a solitary
citizen, white or black, is deprived of a vots,
by Congressional sction, in any of the recon-
strncted States. The qunestion of suffrage
reverts to the States g0 goon as they comply
with the requirements of law, and the com-
paratively trifling disfranchisement ordered by
Congress ends.

How, then, have the reconstructad States
dealt with the question of disfranchisement ?
The Democratic accusation implies a eontina-
ance of the disability imposed by Congress
down to the present time. As a matter of faot,
however, the charge i3 untrue. Not only have
the restored States not adopted a prosoriplive
policy, bant with two exceptions they have
pursued a most liberal course. Louisiana and
Arkansas alona uphold a system of disfran-
chisement—ihe Iatter State in a modified form.
Alabama, which at firat enacted dizabilities,
subsequently abolithed them, and disfran-
ohisement no longer exists there. In North
and Sonth Carolina, Georgia, and Florids,
every citizen is & voter., We beliave that the
whols snm of disfranchisement in the restored
States does not cover more than ten or twelve
thousand votes, and these are divided between
Lonisiana and Arkansas. liverywhere else all
the whites vete freely.

With disfranchisement in West Virginia,
Tenuneszea, and Midsonri, Congress and recon-
struction are in no maspner connected. The
wigdom of continuing a po'icy which had its
origin in the exigencies of the Revellion may
well be doubted; but that is a matter to ba de-
cided by the Siates themselves. Congrass is
no more responsible for the imposition of the
disability or the failore to abolish it, than for
the wore sweeping disfranchisemant whioh is
kept up by the Democrats in Maryland and
KRentucky. If itis preper in Maryland, why
not in Missonri? If right in Kentucky, why
vot alep in Tennessea ! Color is gertainly not
a greater crime than rebsllion,
